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"The Open Window" by Richard E. Miller, which is 
reproduced as a frontispiece to this number of Art 
and Progress, was shown in the Salon des Artistes 
Frangais of 1914 and was to have been shown in a 
special exhibition of works by American artists re- 
siding in Paris at the Georges Petit Gallery in Sep- 
tember had not the war prevented the carrying out 
of this plan. Mr. Miller is a painter of fine taste 
and judgment. His work shows a combination of in- 
fluences of the Impressionistic and Plein Air schools. 
His compositions are graceful and his works have 
charm of color; in almost every instance their chief 
purpose is obviously the rendition of effects of light. 
The play of light on objects whether indoors or out 
presents innumerable problems of alluring interest. 
It is in the solution of these that Mr. Miller has 
found special delight and success. His career has 
been almost phenomenal. The first painting he ex- 
hibited at the Salon secured a third class medal, a 
later one was awarded a gold medal of the second 
class. He has received, besides these, medals at the 
St. Louis and Buffalo Expositions and from the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of the Fine Arts. Two of his 
paintings are hung in the permanent collection of the 
Luxembourg at Paris, and one of his works has been 
placed in the Petit Palais. His paintings are also 
included in the permanent collections of the Modern 
Galleries of Art in Venice and Rome, in the Metro- 
politan Museum, the Corcoran Gallery, Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts and St. Louis Art Museum. 
He is an associate member of the National Academy 
of Design, and a second vice-president of the Paris 
Society of American Painters. From the French 
Government he has received the distinction of the 
Legion of Honor, and one of his pictures is to be 
found in the private collection of the King of Italy. 
The Potter Palmer gold medal has just been awarded 
to him in the Chicago Art Institute's Annual Exhibi- 
tion. Reproductions of other paintings by Mr. Miller 
are to be found on subsequent pages of this magazine. 
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
